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US copter 
crewmen 
rescue 
4 Indians 

ABOARD THE USS 
MCCLUSKY, Jan 6, (Reuter): 
Crewmen of a US Navy supply 
helicopter rescued four Indian 
fishermen who said thev had 
spent three days floating in a 
large fishbox in the Gulf after 
their boat broke up and sank. 

News of the Sunday rescue was 
delayed until a pool of reporters 
embarked to cover a US Naw 
convoy of tankers through the 
Gulf yesterday morning. Among 
the escorting warships was this 
frigate. 

Navy officials said the SH-3 
helicopter was flying cargo and a 
passenger to the US command 
ship LasaJIe on Sunday when the 
crew spotted fourmen in the six- 
foot-square (two metres) box 
frantically waving pieces of white 
cloth at them. 

According to the crew’s 
official report of the rescue, the 
helicopter approached the men 
warily, then closed in when it 
became apparent they were in 
trouble. 

A helicopter crewman, Paul 
Jahnke, donned a wetsuit while 
another crewman directed the 
pilot into a hover about 1 5 feet 
(five metres) above the cast- 
aways. . 

Jahnke jumped into the 65- 
degree (Fahrenheit) water and 
helped the fishermen into the res- 
cue hoist. 

“It was cold but it was worth 
it," said Jahnke, whospentabout 
40 minutes in the water 
The fishermen, who identified 
themselves as Indian nationals 
working a fishing boat out of 
Dareen, Saudi Arabia, were suf- 
fering from exposure of dehydra- 
tion. They were flown to a 
military hospital in a nearby 
country.

LONDON, Jan 6, (AP): The US 
dollar surged upward against

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European trading today after a 
report that the United States, 
West Germany and Japan, 
secretly agreed to stabilise it 
against the Japanese yen.

Syrian and Soviet envoys meet Amir 

Intensive efforts 
to end Gulf war 


SYRIAN Vice President 
Abdul Halim Khaddam had 
talks yesterday in Kuwait 
with Kuwaiti leaders on the 
prospects of bringing about a 
breakthrough in the Iraq- 
Iran conflict. Arab 
diplomatic sources said. 

A Soviet official also arrived 
for talks on the Gulf war. 

Khaddam. accompanied by 
Foreign Minister Farouk Al 
Sharaa. visited Kuwait at the 
start of a tour of Gulf Arab 
nations that will also take him to 
Bahrain, Qatar and the UAE. 
They feft Kuwait yesterday and 
later arrived in Oman for similar 
talks. 

Message 

The tour follows a shuttle by 
Al Sharaa between Tehran and 
Riyadh, which currently chairs 
the six-nation GCC. The shuttle 
was an apparent bid by Syria to 
use its good offices with Tehran 
to at least contain the hostilities 
between Iran and Iraq. 


Khaddam began the meetings 
in Kuwait by delivering a mes- 
sage from Syrian President 
Hafez Assad to HH the Amir. 

Khaddam later held talks with 
HH the Crown Prince and Prime 
Minister Sheikh Saad, Deputy 
Premier and Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Sabah Ai Ahmed and 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Saoud Al Osaimi, an 
official statement said. 

Conferred 

Well-informed sources said 
that the discussions covered the 
latest developments of the Iraq- 
Iran war and the outcome of 
recent Syrian efforts to bring 
about an end to the hostilities. 

Khaddam told the KuwaiLi 
leadership anew that Syria was 
“keen to prevent an Iranian 
expansion of the war to include 
GCC countries,” said one of the. 
sources. 

“Syria isapparemly mediating 
an end to Iranian attacks on 
Kuwait and Saudi shipping,” he 
added. 


Meanwhile. Karen Bru tents, 
deputy chief of the International 
Relations Bureau of the Soviet 
■Communist Party's Central 
Committee, also met with HH 
the Amir, to whom he handed a 
message from the Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Brutents later conferred with 
HH the Crown Prince and Prime 
Minister and Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Sabah, the statement 
said. 

The contents of Gorbachev’s 
message were not disclosed, but 
Brutents has been in Syria and 
Egypt to report to their leaders 
on the outcome of last month’s 
superpower summit in Washing- 
ton between Gorbachev and US 
President Reagan. 

Upon arrival in Kuwait later 
T uesday. Brutents told reporters 
he would be briefing Kuwaiti 
leaders on the outcome of the 
summit and would also exchange 
views on the Gulf situation. 

Brutents stressed that “one of 
the most important objectives of 
Soviet policy in the region” was 


to bring the Iraq- 1 ran war to a 
halt. 

Moscow, he said, had “agreed 
to discuss a follow-up resolu- 
tion” to the one passed by the 
UN Security Council last July 20 
demanding a ceasefire to the 
Iraq-Iran hostilities, and yet to 
be implemented. 

Resolution 

Brutents said the followup 
resolution would give the UN 
secretary-general "additional 
tools to carry out his mission” in 
pushing through the ceasefire, 
but he stopped short of picking 
up the US demand that the foll- 
owup include an arms embargo 
against Iran.. 

UN Secretary-General Perez 
de Cuellar has renewed his 
efforts to help end the war and is 
“exploring new ways on how to 
proceed,” a UN spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Francois Giuliani said the UN 
chief executive held a one-hour 
meeting Tuesday with Iranian 
envoy Mohammed Mahallali. 


Druze may 
shell 

Beirut port 

BEI RUT. Jan 6, (Reuter): Chris- 
tian militiamen shot at two UN 
helicopters over Beirut port 
today and security sources said 
some ships left the port amid 
fears that it could be shelled by 
Druze militia. 

The sources said the ships pan- 
icked after an official of Lhe 
Soviet Embassy told two Soviet 
vessels to leave. Soviet embassy 
officials were not available for 
comment. 

It was not known why the 
Soviet, ships left but a political 
source said Christian militants 
feared the Soviet might expect 
the Druze Progressive Socialist 
Party (PSP), which has good 
relations with Moscow, to shell 
the port 

The PSP and Lhe Christian- 
dominated military have 
declared blockades of each oth- 
er’s ports in a dispute over a 
helicopter which a deserting Air 
Force officer flew to Druze 
territory last week. 

The Christian Lebanese For- 
ces (LF) militia, fearing -the 
helicopter would be used to 
attack Christian areas, said all 
helicopter flights over its areas 
should be coordinated in 
advance. 

A Lebanese Forces spokes- 
man said the United Nations 
helicopters, which the militia 
fired al with anti-aircraft guns, 
had not abided by the instruc- 
tions. 

• Meanwhile pro-1 raman 
Islamic Resistance guerrillas 
threatened today to use force 
unless Israeli forces lifted a week- 
long siege of Yohmor, a south 
Lebanese village, where security 
sources said people were running 
out food. 

8 Tamils killed 

COLOMBO, Jan 6, (Reuter): An 
Indian military helicopter 
attacked and killed eight Tamil 
separatist guerrillas in a boat off 
eastern Sri Lanka today< Indian 
officials said. 


Impose UN resolution 
in toto: Saddam 


BAGHDAD, Jan 6, (Agencies): 
President Saddam Hussein said 
today Iraq would accept no 
change in the UN resolution on a 
war ceasefire, would crush any 
Iranian offensive, and demanded 
sa notions be imposed on Teh ran. 

Addressing the nation on the 
Iraqi Army’s 67th anniversary, 
H ussein said: “The Iranians have 
once again begun to beat the 
drums, threatening to launch a 
new aggression ... Iraq is deter- 
mined to crush the aggression 
and make the Iranian forces taste 
a defeat which they had never 
tasted during the previous years 
of the war.” 

Offensive 

Reports from Baghdad and 
Gulf-based diplomats say Iran 
has massed more than 250,000 
troops for a new offensive on the 
southern port city of Basra, with 
thousands more along the length 
•»f i he war front. 

Hussein described the last 
major offensive on Basra in 
December 1986 as the biggest 


military aggression in the seven- 
year-old war, for which the 
enemy had massed more than 
300,000 men. 

“The Iranian goal of the 1986 
offensive was to occupy Basra 
and establish a hireling stale to 
continue the war and aggression 
against 1 raq and force hegemony 
on the Arab Gulf region,” he 
said. 

Hussein said Iraq would con- 
< tinue fighting till Iran submits to 
the will of right, accepts a “just 
peace and basis of dealing among 
states in the modern history.” 

Proposal 

The Iraqi leader said talk of 
new Iranian “aggression" was 
strongly linked with develop- 
ments on the political arena. 

And he warned against any 
misinterpretation of Iraq’s 
attitude towards UN Security 
Council resolution 598, ordering 
a ceasefire in the Gulf war. 

“Iraq will never accept any 
proposal or plan that would not 
lead to a ceasefire, an uncon- 



Saddam 

ditional withdrawal of troops to 

internationally-recognised bor- 
ders. exchange of prisoners of 
war and achievement of durable 
peace, security and stability in 
the region,” Hussein said. 

Baghdad accepted the July 20 
UN resolution but Tehran has 
demanded Iraq first be branded 
as “aggressor." 

“Iraq will not accept any 
change in the resolution, whether 
in its serial order, conteni or 
results,” the President said, urg- 
ing the Security Council, UN

Mubarak to discuss defence issues 


EGYPTIAN President Hosni 
Mubarak’s forthcoming lalks 
with Gulf Arab leaders wilt deal 
mainly with means of bolstering 
-a defence strategy against Iran, a 
Kuwaiti newspaper reported 
yesterday. 

Mubarak, who is to begin a 
Gulf tour on Saturday, tola the 
paper in an interview his discus- 
sions with the leaders of Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, the United 
Arab Emirates, Bahrain. Qatar, 
and Oman will focus on defence 
issues. 

. Defend 

“The security of the Gulf and 
that of Egypt are indivisible,” he . 
said. “If anything happens to 
Iraq, ail the region including 
Egypt would be affected. Even 
Syria is not immune against such 
dangers.” 


Mubarak angrily rejected 
reports that claimed Egypt was 
to send 10,000 troops to help 
defend the GCC countries in 
return for $5 billion in aid. 

“This is nonsense, we are not 
mercenaries.” he told the paper. 

The GCC countries last year 
restored diplomatic relations 
with Egypt, after a rupture 
precipitated by the 1979 Egyp- 
tian-Israeli Camp David peace 

treaty. 

Complained 

“The Camp David accords 
cancel neither our Arab obliga- 
tions nor (Egypt’s commitment 
to) the joint Arab defence,” 
Mubarak insisted. “We do help 
Iraq, despite the treaty between 
us and Israel.” 

Responding to a question 
Mubarak discounted specula- 
tion about Cairo planning to 


withdraw its ambassador to Tel 
Aviv in an expression of. 
solidarity with anti-Israel Pales- 
tinian protests in the West Bank 
of Jordan and Gaza. 

“Withdrawal of the ambas- 
sador won’t solve any problem," 
he argued. 

Mubarak complained that 
Iran was behind unspecified 
sabotage blueprints in Egypt, 
stressing that “we know every- 
thing about these (Iranian) 
machinations, which are now 
completely under control ... We 
won’t be lenient in this respect.” 

Mubarak sidestepped a ques- 
tion about Khaled, the eldest son 
of the late Egyptian President 
Gamaf Abdel-Nasser, being 
implicated in anti-Israel 
activities in Egypt. “The case (of 
Khaled) is now in the hands of 
the judiciary,” he added. 


Number 
of US ships 
in Gulf 
to remain 
same 

BAHRAIN, Jan 6, (Agencies): 
US Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci met Bahraini leaders 
today in a review of American 
policy as US senators explored 
the possibility of levying charges 
for naval protection in the Gulf. 

Carlucci had lalks with 
Bahrain's Crown Prince and 
Defence Minister Sheikh Hamad 
Bin Isa Al Khalifa and other sen- 
ior officials after arriving from 
Kuwait on the second leg of Gulf 
tour. 

Carlucci told reporters in 
Bahrain he had not approved 
any recommendation thaL some 
ships be removed from the Gulf. 
He repeated the assertion in an 
interview on “Good Morning 
America.” on the US television 
network ABC. But he said the 
United States has no intention of 
main laini ng mo re than *’ the min- 
imum number of forces needed 
to do the job" in the Gulf. 

Presence 

Carlucci also said in the telev- 
ised interview from Bahrain that 
no policy changes on the US 
presence in the Gulf are being 
contemplated. 

Government sources said the 
Navy has more ships than it 
needs to protect US-flagged oil 
tankers in lhe Gulf. The sources 
also acknowledged that the high 
cost of the operation is a con- 
sideration. 

Carlucci said that after he 
returns to Washington next 
week, he will discuss with 
Reagan and military leaders any 
change in the “mix of ships” in 
the Gulf. 

Asked on the ABC 
programme whether any ships 
were being removed, Carlucci 
said: “Those are just reports . . . 
They are not true as of this point, 
because I have not made any 
decisions.” 

But he added, “certainly, if the 
nature of the threat changes or if 
our allies are picking up some of 
pie burden, say in mine sweep- 
ing, then it’s always possible to 
change the mix of ships. . . .We 
will always have in the Gulf suf- 
ficient forces to enable our men 
to protect themselves but they 
will also be the minimum number 
of forces needed to do the job.” 

Carlucci also said he would 
discuss with Saudi Arabia any 
proposal it may have to extend 
US efforts to protect ships flying 
under the flags of other nations. 

He told a news conference in 
Kuwait yesterday Washington 
was not seeking bases in the Gulf, 
but was committed to the 
security of the northern Gulf 
emirate on the fringe of the lran- 
Iraq war. 

Senators 

As Carlucci arrived in 
Bahrain, three Republican sen- 
ators Ted Stevens of Alaska, 
Alfonse d’ Amato of New York 
and Warren Rudman of New 
Hampshire — met Bahrain's 
Amir Sheikh Isa Bin Salman Al 
Khalifa. 

An aide to the Senate group 
said the senators were looking 
into whether the US military 
commitment in the Gulf required 
Congress to invoke the war 
powers resolution. The senators 
arrived later today in Kuwait. 

The team will meet tomorrow 
with Kuwaiti Minister of Stale 
for Foreign Affairs Saoud 
Mohammed Al Osaimi and Oil 
Minister Sheikh Ali AI Khalifa. 


Hotel fire 

MANILA, Jan 6, (Reuter): A fire 
broke out at Manila's Holiday 
Inn hotel today, causing panic, 
but it was extinguished after an 
hour with minor damage and no 
casualties, police said. 

Manila fire chief Lieutenant 
Colonel Mario Tanchanco said 
firemen arrived just in time to 
slop 25 hotel guests from jump- 
ing off third-floor ledges of tne 
19-storey building. 


UN asks Israel 
not to deport 
Palestinians 


UNITED NATIONS, Jan 6. 
(Agencies): The UN Security 
Council called on Israel yester- 
day not to deport Palestinian 
civilians it has accused ofinciting 
violence in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The resolution was adopted 
unanimously, including support 
by the United Slates which said 
yesterday that Israel would be 
violating the 1949 Geneva Con- 
vention on the treatment of 
civilians in wartime ifii deported 
nine Palestinians arrested for 
incitement. 

The council reaffirmed that 
the convention was applicable to 
Palestinian and other Arab 
territories that Israel had 
occupied since 1967. including 
Jerusalem. The status of 
Jerusalem, which Israel claims as 
its capital, remains unsettled. 

Wounded 

Meanwhile, an Israeli soldier 
shot and wounded a Palestinian 
in the West Bank city of Tulk- 
arem today after the man 
attacked an Army vehicle and 
slabbed a woman soldier, Lhe 
Army said. 

A rash of demonstrations was 
reported throughout the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. In the 
West Bank town of Qalqiliya, 
soldiers fired tear gas and rubber 
bullets to disperse Palestinian 
protesters. The Army clamped 
curfews on several cities and 
refugee camps. 

Four people sought treatment 
at UN clinics after being injured 
in demonstrations at the Nus- 
seirat, Bureij and Jabaliya 
ref ugee camps in the Gaza Strip, 
said UN spokeswoman Chris- 
tine Dabagh. 

She saiaa 20-year-old Jabaliya 
resident was injured by rubber 
bullets but could not provide 
details on the injuries of the oth- 
ers. 

Twenty-five Palestinians have 
been killed by Israeli troops in 


anti-Israeli riots which broke out 
in the occupied territories on Dec 
9. 

Jordan, chairman of the Arab 
group, called for the Security 
Council meeting, the first this 
year, and the resolution was 
proposed by Algeria. Argentina. 
Nepal, Senegal. Yugoslavia and 
Zambia. 

After the council's unanimous 
vote, Herbert Okun, the US 
representative, said Washington 
believed Israel's “harsh 
measures" were unnecessary to 
maintain order. 

Tension 

“They also serve to increase 
tension rather than contribute to 
the creation of a political atmos- 
phere conducive to reconcilia- 
tion and negotiation," he said. 

The United Stales hoped the 
matter would be reconsidered by 
the government of Israel, he 
added. 

Israel today expressed regret 
that the United States had voted 
for the UN Security Council 
resolution. 

“I regret very much the vote," 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres 
said. “1 see this as a breach and a 
severe diversion in our relation- 
ship with the United Slates." 

Jordan and the PLO today 
welcomed the UN Security 
Council vole. 

“We welcome the resolution 
and its unanimous passage- We 
are particularly happy that the 
United States voted for it," said 
Jordan’s Occupied Territories 
Minister Marwan Doudin. 

Welcomed 

Egypt also welcomed the 
unanimous UN vote. Foreign 
Minister Esmal Abdel Meguid 
urged Israel to reconsider its 
policies of the unrest. 

The Islamic Nation's Commit- 
tee of Al Quds, meeting in emer- 
gency session, in Ifrane.

Foreign-born 
mothers give 
birth to one 
US baby in 10 

WASHINGTON, Jan 6, (AP): 
One of every 10 babies boni in 
the United SLates is the offspring 
of a mother who came to 
America from another country, 
the Census Bureau reported yes- 
terday. 

Of the 3,625,000 births in the 
United States in 1986, some 
370,000 were the children of 
foreign-born women, the bureau 
said. 

That 1 0 per cent rate is up from 
about 7.5 per cent of births in 
1983, the only previous time bir- 
ths to foreign-born women were 
calculated, said Martin O'Con- 
nell of the bureau's fertility stat- 
istics branch. 

Increase 

The increase appears to stem 
from an increase in the overall 
population of foreign-born 
women in the nation, and a 
change in their composition with 
fewer from Europe and more 
from Latin America, O’Connell 
said in a telephone interview. 

From 1983 to 1986ihemimber 
of foreign-born women in the 
United States climbed from 3.3 
million to 3.8 million, with the 
vast majority of the increase 
among Latin American women, 
the report said. 

In 1 986, 53 per cent of foreign- 
born mothers were from Latin 
America — the largest share 
from Mexico — up from 48 per 
cent three years earlier, said 
O’Connell. 

In thesameperiod.theshareof 
foreign-born mothers from 
Europe declined from 14 per cent 
to just over nine per cent, he said, 
with the share for mothers from 
other areas remaining relatively 
stable. 


US seeks just Kabul settlement 


ISLAMABAD, Jan 6, (Reuter): 
US Undersecretary of State 
Michael Armacost, ending a 
three-day visit to Pakistan today, 
said the United States sought a 
credible peace settlement in 
Afghanistan. 

But he also told a news con- 
ference the United States would 
continue to back resistance to the 


eight-year-old Soviet military 
presence in Afghanistan. 

Armacost said his visit, ahead 
of a planned trip to the region by 
a UN mediator later this month, 
had focused “particularly on the 
ways of accelerating the search 
for a just and honourable set- 
tlement to the war.”

Khaleej and its sister English- 
language Gulf Daily News publi- 
shed photographs and names of 
the three men, revealing that an ~ 
indictment and a case for the 
prosecution were being readied 
against them. 

They were identified as 22- 
year-old Iranian schoolteacher 
Ahmed Hussein Mirza of the 
Iranian school here, Nabil Baqir 
Ibrahim, a 23-year-old Bahraini 
engineer at the Bahrain 
Petroleum Co., and Khaled 
Abdul-Rasoul Mohammed Al 
Amiri, 24. an engineer at the 
Ministry of Works. 

The papers said Mirza has 
confessed he was trained on han- 
dling arms and detonating 
explosives at “a camp outside 
Bahrain.” This was possibly an 
allusion to Iran. 

Industry sources said security 
was tightened at Bahrain's -refin- 
ery following the arrest of the 
three suspects last month.

Hamadi seen I Most of the issues resolved: Soviet minister 


as ‘traitor’ 
in Beirut 

DUESSELDORF, Jan 6, (AP): 
The defence attorney for alleged 
kidnapper Abbas Ali Hamadi 
told a Duesseldorf court today 
that his client is considered a 
traitor in Beirut and would be 
killed if he returned there. 

Abbas Hamadi is accused of 
kidnapping two West Germans 
nearly a year ago in a bid to win 
the release of his brother, 
Mohammed Ali Hamadi, 
accused of masterminding the 
June 1985 TWA hijacking. 

The Abbas Hamadi trial 
entered its second day today in a 
heavily guarded Duesseldorf 
courtroom. 

“He is considered a traitor by 
some circles in BeiruL. If he retur- 
ned to Beirut he would be shot 
and killed," defence attorney 
Eckhard Hild told the crowded 
courtroom. 

Swap 

Hild did not elaborate. West 
Germany has said it will not swap 
either of the imprisoned Hamadi 
brothers to gain the release of a 
West German hostage in 
Lebanon, despite pressure com- 
ing from extremists in Beirut. 

The kidnappers have issued a 
warning in Beirut, with threaten- 
ing language indicating that 
West German may be targeted 
for terrorist attacks stemming 
from alleged mistreatment of 23- 
year-old Mohammed Hamadi. 


Fog paralyses 
main cities 
in Turkey 

ISTANBUL, Jan 6, (Reuter): 
Heavy fog smothered Istanbul 
and Ankara today, halting ship- 
ping through the Bosphorus 
Strait and bringing air traffic to a 
halt. 

Istanbul airport weather 
officials said visibility was near 
zero in parts of the city, home to 
six million people. Air traffic at 
the busy Ataturk airport was 
stopped in the early hours 

Visibility in Ankara was less 
than 100 metres and all flights to 
and from the capital were can- 
celled, officials said. 

Istanbul port officials said sea 
traffic through the Bosphorus 
was halted last night. Ships were 
advised to anchor at the Black 
Sea and Marmara Sea entrances 
of the strait as no piloting 
services could be provided. 

Passenger femes which, carry 
most of the city’s cdmhmterstiet- 
ween the Asian and European 
halves of the city were not 
operating, they added. 

Weather officials said a rise in 
temperature in the upper atmos- 
phere had caused the heavy blan- 
ket of fog to stay over the city, 
and this was aggravated by 
industrial pollution and the use 
of high-sulphur lignite coal for 
domestic heating. 

Turkey’s third largest city 
Izmir on the Aegean coast was 
also hit by heavy fog today and 
the airport closed to traffic.

New plan to unseat Ershad 


DHAKA, Jan 6, (Agencies): The 
opposition parties have laun- 
ched an intensified anti-go vern- 
ment action programme to force 
the resignation of President Hos- 
sain Mohammad Ershad, who is 
on a state visit to EgypL 

The programme, which 
includes demonstrations, rallies 
and processions, will culminate 
in a nationwide dawn-to-dusk 
general strike Jan 20 and 21 . The 
dates coincide with the last dates 
for filing nominations for the 
Feb 28 national elections that 
major opposition parties are 
boycotting. 

“On the first day (Tuesday) of 
the programme, people defied 
the government ban on rallies 
and held protest rallies and 
brought out processions to 
demand the resignation of 
Ershad,” said Abdul Qayum, a 
leader of an eight-party opposi- 
tion alliance.

Thais seize 
24kg heroin 

BANGKOK, Jan 6, ftFPI): Thai ■ 
customs officials arrested two

Viroj Loahaphan, director- 
general of Thailand's customs

Viroj said eight packs of grade 
4 (nearly pure) heroin, weighing 
44.9 pounds (20.4 kg), were 
found concealed in the false bot- 
toms of four pieces of luggage 
carried by the suspects. 



Khaleda Zia. the country's two 
major opposition leaders, called 
for an intensified agitation to 
hasten the process of Ershad’s 
resignation. 

Hasina reiterated her demand 
for handing of power to neutral 
caretaker government for hold- 
ing free and fair elections. “The 
people are not prepared to par- 
ticipate in polls held under the 
present government,” she told a 
party meeting. 

Begum Zia told reporters that 
unless Ershad, a former Army 
general, resigns the “present peo- 
ple’s movement will not end and 
the political and economic crisis 
confronting thecountry will only 
become more acute." 

Begum Zia. has also rejected 
government charges, that foreign 
powers are instigating the 
opposition campaign. 

“The government is making 
irresponsible utterances playing 
up the bogey of foreign 


involvement in order to confuse 
the people and divert their atten- 
tion from the movement (against 
Ershad),” she told Bangladeshi 
journalists last night 

She said people waging the 
campaign to oust Ershad were 
aware of their social and political 
responsibilities. 

“They are also capableenough 
to defend their motherland 
against any aggressors from 
home and aboard” 

She was referring to 
statements by Shah Moazzem 
Hossain, Deputy Prime Minister 
and secretary-general of 
Ershad's Jatiya Party, that those 
seeking Ershad’s resignation 
were playing into the hands of 
unnamed foreign masters. 

“All their actions are designed 
to serve those trying to jeopar- 
dise Bangladesh's independence 
and sovereignty,” Hossain told 
party workers on Monday. 


Kim Young-Sam to 
remain party leader 


SEOUL, Jan 6, (AP): Korea’s 
main opposition party today 
brushed off Kim Young-Sam’s 
offer to resign as leader in aton- 
ement for losing the presidential 
election and overwhelmingly re- 
elected him to head the party. 

The Reunification Demo- 
cratic Party also adopted a 
resolution blaming rival opposi- 
tion that apparently handed the 
victory to government candidate 
Roh Tae-Woo. 

The RDP’s special convention 
voted 819-76 to reject Kim 
Young-Sam’s resignation offer. 

Kim promptly vowed to lead 
the RDP to victory in legislative 
elections and said the party 
ultimately would prevail. 

“I am confident of an over- 
whelming victory in the general 
elections that will virtually end 
military rule. Our parly will show 
justice and will prevail," he said. 

Following Roh's victory in the 
Dec 16 election, both Kims 
blamed themselves for the 
opposition's failure to field a sin- 


gle candidate. Roh won with 37 
per cent of the vote, whereas the 
Kiras polled a total 55 per cent 

Rivalry 

But this week has seen a ren- 
ewal of the deep rivalry between 
the opposition factions. 

Kim Young-Sam repeated his 
call today for all opposition 
groups to unite around the RDP. 
He earlier demanded that Kim 
Dae-Jung's breakaway party for 
peace and democracy return to 
the RDP. 

Kim Dae-Jung told the 
Associated Press in an interview 
Tuesday that he was confident of 
scoring a major victory in the 
legislative elections. He predic- 
ted the PPD would outdo other 
opposition groups and emerge as 
the main opposition party. 

Despite the cheers and 
applause at the RDP convention, 
the mood in the hall was com- 
paratively subdued and many 
party officials still were clearly 
dismayed over the party's defeat 
last month.

Three policemen, summoned by 
a 1 6- year-old girl who spotted 
a bizzare object in the sky, 
reported back to their station- 
house that they too had seen 
the unidentified flying object, 
a police spokesman said. 

Zena Sfei, 16, noticed the saucer- 
shaped, brightly coloured 
object and mounted a teles- 
cope on the doorstep to her 
family home early Sunday, 
then called police to verify the 
sighting. She said the object 
hovered high over the West 
London neighbourhood of 
Kensington before disap- 
pearing two hours later.

BEIRUT, Jan 6, (Reuter): 
Residents are running out of 
food in a south Lebanese village 
besieged for a week by Israeli 
troops and iheir Lebanese militia 
allies, security sources said 
today. 

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross (ICRC) said in 
Beirut efforts had started to get 
food and medicine to the village 
of Yohmor, north of an Israeli- 
declared “security zone”. 

An ICRC spokeswoman said 
ICRC delegates entered Yohmor 
on foot on Tuesday. “There is a 
problem inside the village but we 
don’t know how bad it is,” she 
said.

Philippine President Corazon 
Aquino has exhausted all 
peaceful means to settle the com- 
munist insurgency and further 
talks will be “a dialogue of the 
deaf,” her spokesman said 
today.

Teodoro Benigno told reporters 
after a cabinet meeting Aquino's 
policy of an all-out military 
offensive against ihe 18-year-old 
communist insurgency “stands.” 

“The government has always 
maintained it has already 
exhausted all peaceful means to 
arrive at a peaceful settlement,” 
Benigno said. 

Benigno said he saw the

Iranians are 
still on 

hunger strike 

ABIDJAN, Jan 6, (Reuter): 
Iranian refugees expelled from 
France to Gabon entered the 
fifth week of their hunger strike 
today, with three of them in hos- 
pital in serious condition, a spok- 
esman for the group said. 

“We are still determined to 
fast until flown back to France," 
spokesman Mohammed Ali-ye 
Sheikhi told Reuters by tele- 
phone from the Gabonese 
capital, Libreville. 

France expelled the 12 Iran- 
ians and three Tur-ks on Dec 8. 
saying they were members of the 
Mujahedeen Khalq. the main 
armed group opposed to Iran’s 
spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini and threatened 
France's nalional security. 

Sheikhi said the 12 hunger 
strikers were under round-the- 
clock medical supervision at a 
hotel in Libreville and were all 
suffering headaches and low 
blood pressure. 

They were! taking only fruit 
juice and tea with sugar and lour 
of them who toere suffering from 
acute eye pains had paid a brief 
visit to hospital earlier in the 
week, the spokesman said. 


Armed forces chief General 
Fidel Ramos has predicted the 
comm unist insurgency is likely to 
intensify this year with the rebel 
New People's Army (NPA) 
increasing its commando attacks 
in the cities and raids in the coun- 
tryside.

have a carpenter with a degree in 
astronomy. This is unimaginable 
in Kuwait," Bishara said. 

Most students have an ambi- 
tion merely to pass the examina- 
tions and not to reach a high 
academic s tandar d. They are 
prepared to use their potential 
only if a tangible reward is in 
right, he said. 

Motivation 

He found that many students 
lacked motivation but he 
emphasised that the role of the 
university is to create a challenge 
and not motivation. The 
majority students refuse to meet 
the challenge. 

"Motivation is something 
they should already have by the 
time they enter university" he 
said. Hardly any of them take the 
trouble to use all the facilities 
that the university offers. 

A student expects a faculty 
member to take him by his hand 
and spoon-feed him. “This is not 
going to happen. Those who 
don't like it are free to leave,” he 
said. 

He refuted claims that the 
upbringing is responsible for 
students' indolence. “They learn 
fast where to meet the girls. There 
is no reason to believe they are 
not mature enough to take their 
studies seriously." said Bishara. 
“We cannot remould students, 
they are already conditioned 
when they enter university'’ he 
said. - j 

He said he would deem it a 


success if 10 per cent of the 
university's students turned out 
to be first-rate graduates. 

One area where students 
showed some ingenuity was in 
attempting to pass the examina- 
tions by cheating. Bishara said 
the university had been unable to 
establish how prevalent that 
phenomenon was but contended 
that the offenders are suspended 
and those caught cheating for the 
second time are expel ted from the 
university. 

According to recently released 
figures, 284 students have been 
expelled and 3,067 were pul on 
probation for various offences 
including cheating. No action 
can be taken against faculty 
members who are lenient with 
students at examinations or give 
passing to students in return fora 
personal gain, unless evidence is 
produced to support the accusa- 
tions, Bishara said. 

But if there is a strong susp- 
icion that a faculty member has 
cooperated with a student attem- 
pting to pass an exam using unl- 
awful means, his or her contract 
would not be renewed. So far no 
evidence has been produced 
against any faculty member. 

The university has launched a 
study to pin-point the loopholes 
in the system and identify meth- 
ods of cheating, but eventually 
the responsibility rests on the 
faculty and students, and the 
solulionshould be sought in their 
relationship, Bishara said. 


Unified mathematics 
syllabus for Gulf states 


THE assistant undersecretary 
for planning and development at 
the Education Ministry, Rashid 
A1 Hamad, said the unified and 
improved mathematics syllabus 
for Gulf states was the first of its 
kind to be tried out on a scientific 
basis. 

He said a large number of 
experts from the Gulf and 
abroad took part in preparing 
the syllabus. 

The new maths syllabus for the 
first primary class was used 
experimentally in six schools in 
Kuwait in preparation for their 
general use. A committee of 
specialists had been formed to 
follow up implementation and 
f evaluate. : how. . students ; respon- 
ded to thenew syllabus. 


The committee sought the 
opinion of principals, teachers 
and others, and the majority 
praised the text book. 

At tbe end of the 1986/87 
academic year, 806 out of 850 
students doing the new syllabus 
passed with 95 per cent marks, 
while previously the rate was 90 
percent. 

Based on this, the ministry 
decided to use the book in all 
classes from the current 
academic year. 

A1 Hamad said that math- 
ematics books for tbe second and 
third primary classes were being 
used experimentally this year 
and the results sp.far had been: 
encouraging. ’

Doctors denounce trend to 
have self-induced abortions 


By Lima Khalafawi 

DOCTORS in Kuwait have den- 
ounced the trend among certain 
women who have self-induced 
abortions. Abortions are pro- 
hibited by law in Kuwait and ali 
Islamic countries. 

• ■ One doctor at Kuwait's 
Maternity Hospital said- that if a 
woman has a self-induced abor- 
tion and it fails she is rushed to 
hospital where the patient 
receives urgent medical care. In 
such cases a sonar scan is done to 
see if the foetus is unharmed and 
if it is safe the doctors try to save 
it. 

But if the foetus has died, doc- 
tor’s are forced to perform an 
abortion. In such cases, doctors 
maintain strict confidentiality.

“If the woman wants the mat- 
ter kept secret, the doctor will 
respect her right to privacy and 
will not report to the authorities. 
All doctors agree on this point,” 
said gynaecologist Dr Ahmed A! 
Bahar. 

Dr A I Bahar said abortions are 
performed only when the preg- 
nancy endangers a mother's 
health or life , heart disease and

cancer would make such an 
operation necessary, he said. If a 
decision to abort a foetus is 
taken, a committee of three 
specialist doctors review the case 
and if they all agree, an operation 
is performed. 

Abortion is perm i tied by law if 
the foetus has congenital abnor- 
malities such as cytomelo virus 
or toxoplasmosis. Such opera- 
tions are also allowed if a preg- 
nant mother has renal disease, 
hypothroidism or fibroid uterus. 

“Doctors are always eager to 
save the baby. Abortions are the 


last option and only done in case 
of severe emergency." stressed Al 
Bahar. 

Problematicand difficult cases 
are referred to the specialist clinic 
at the Maternity Hospital. 

Al Bahar said some women, 
who had sonar scans to deter- 
mine the sex of the baby, insisted 
on aborting if they know it is a 
girl. "We never perform an abor- 
tion in such cases," insisted Al, 
Bahar. 

Abortion is permitted by law 
only in certain other conditions, 
for example if the baby has con- 
genital abnormalities 

Too many miscarriages could 
affect a mother's psychological 
well-being, said Dr Dalai Al 
Salem. She said: “A series of mis- 
carriages would noL affect a 
woman's health but they would 
harm her psychologically.” 

In Kuwait, about six per cent 
of pregnant women have what 
are known as "spontaneous mis- 
carriages,” which doctors con- 
sider to be a “normal trend." 
Miscarriages are common 
among women over the age of 38 
or in mother’s who suffer 
hereditary diseases. 

About 1200 miscarriages 
were recorded in Kuwait in 1986. 


UAE sets up isolation 
centres to treat AIDS victims 


ABU DHABI. Jan 6, (UPD: 
Health authorities in the United 
Arab Emirates have started to set 
up isolation centres for the treat- 
ment of AIDS victims, a UAE 
newspaper reported today.

Dr Mohammed said relatives 
and close friends of isolated vic- 
tims will be allowed to visit 
patients at these centres on a 
regular basis as part of the “psy- 
chological counselling” 
approvided a l the centre along 
with medication.

"Therefor we fear that the idea of an exile government under the 
current circumstances would be divisive ot the Palestinian house," 
the paper concluded. 


Saudi official 
meets Assad 
again 

DAMASCUS, Jan 6, (AP): 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
met yesterday for a second time 
in as many days with Prince 
Abdul Rahman Bin Abdel Aziz, 
Saudi Arabia's Deputy Defence 
Minister. 

The official Syrian Arab News 
Agency said only that the talks 
dealt with the situation in the 
region and "issues of mutual 
concern.” 

The Saudi official, in Damas- 
cus since Sunday, had conveyed a 
verbal message from King Fahd 
to Assad during a meeting on 
Monday. 

The contents of the message 
also were not disclosed. But the 
kingdom has been spearheading 
efforts to cement a reconciliation 
betwen Syria and Iraq, ruled by 
rival wings of the pan-Arab 
Baa Lh Party. 

Assad and President Saddam 
Hussein of Iraq had agreed in 
November during an Arab sum- 
mit meeting in Amman, Jordan, 
to work on ending the eight-year 
strain. 

The agreement was followed 
by a halt in a bitter war of words 
by the official media in both 
countries. But no other progress 
toward normalising relations has 
been made.

OFTEN the coffee shop of a 
hotel has a better ambience 
than its premier restaurant. In 
sprite of the spectacular views 
from the Hilton's Failaka res- 
taurant, to my taste the La 
Pahna coffee shop is a much 
more inviting place to eat a 
meal. If Hotel Meridien’s La 
Brasserie is the most elegant 
coffee shop in Kuwait, the Hil- 
ton’s La Palma is surety the 
most luxurious. Every thought 
has been given to the guest's 
comfort from deep, roomy 
chairs and spacious tables to 
the clever use of angles, comers 
and pillars to give each table a 
feeling of privacy. The res- 
taurant, which has views over 
the swimming pool, is 
decorated in attractive shades 
of aquamarine. A pretty bam- 
boo gazebo, housing the buffet 
tables, is the focal point of the 
robin. The arrangement of the 
food has been well thought out 


so that guests can circulate 
freely to help themselves, rather 
than haring to shuffle round in 
a tedious queue. 

A dinner buffet is served 
from 7pm. Guests can start the 
meal with soup then fill their 
plates from a mouthwatering 
selection of salads and appet- 
isers. Freshness was the key- 
note of the whole meal from the 
newly baked French bread, 
giant, succulent Gulf prawns 
and creamy avocado filled with 
crab to the tender slices of 
smoked salmon. Herbs and 
seasoning had been skilfully 
used to give each salad an 
individual and distinctive taste, 
rather than the general “hold” 
flavour one so often finds. 
There was a particularly good 
potato salad, some interesting 
terrines of fish and meat, finely 
shredded cheese and meat 
salads and a wide range of 
sauces, pickles and chutneys. 
The display was colourful and 
attractively presented. 

Range 

Although one could have 
made a meal of the salad buffet 
alone, it would have been a 
shame to miss the delights of 
the hot buffet. The range of 
dishes was impressive from 
Osso Bucco — tender veal 
knuckles in a rich Italian 
tomato and herb saucc-to Saf- 
fron Mussels — delicious mus- 
sels in a delicately flavoured 
sauce. One could choose from 
Ham our with aromatic car- 
damom rice or Chicken 
Maryland with strips of beef 
bacon. The chef stood by ready 


to carve succulent slices of 
sirloin or tasty shawarma. 
Often the vegetables served at 
hot buffets arc a disappoint- 
ment but the brussel sprouts, 
broccoli and cauliflower at the 
La Palma were kept in perfect al 
dente condition. The auber- 
gines staffed with minced meat 
and Parmesan were especially 
delirious. 

The high standards of the 
meal were maintained in the 
desserts. All of those we lasted 
were fresh and moist. Once 
again the variety stood out; 
from poppy seed cake, Irish 
coffee cake, strawberry gateau 
and chocolate mousse to bread- 
and-butter pudding, Arabic 
pastries, muhalabia, nut slices 
and fruit tarts. If all of this was 
not enougb.lherc was a cheese 
board ana one could finish the 
meal with tea or coffee. 

The waiters were friendly 
and courteous, although they 
were slow to remove the dishes 
between courses. The only 
other flaw in the whole evening 
was the music — the acoustics 
of the restaurant made the 
piano unpleasantly loud, so 
that conversation was a strain.

Israel’s back 
will be broken 

THE price that France paid in Algeria will be paid by 
• Israel in Palestine. France occupied Algeria and con- 
sidered it a part of France, and now the Israeli Army in 
Palestine is the same as the French Army was in Algeria 
many years ago. 

The stubbornness of France went so far as to include 
the kidnapping of Algerian resistance movement leaders, 
which only intensified their resistance activities. Later 
came the torture of the Algerian girl, J ami la, which in 
itself may have seemed insignificant, but when added to 
other issues, represented the straw that broke the camel's 
back. Israel is playing the same role — in the end its back 
will be broken. 

What we have to say now is let Israel continue with its 
atrocities and obstinate actions, which will ignite the fire 
the Palestinian lands have needed for over 40 years. These 
actions will move the Palestinians away from the soft 
diplomatic atmosphere which has proven ineffective in 
freeing the Palestinians and restoring their homeland. 
This atmosphere is simply one of dinner parties and the 
exchange of kisses without occasion. 

Israel has now dug its own grave — a reality we have 
waited for over 40 years. 

Algeria was liberated only by the revolution from 
within the country — not by tanks positioned along the 
borders.lt was liberated by fire, stones. Molotov cocktails 
(bombs) and martyrs from the occupied Algerian 
territories. 

The Palestinian people living outside of Palestine must 
feel proud of their brothers in Palestine, especially when 
they see the US, that arrogant superpower, stand for the 
first time in six years, against Israel in the United Nations 
Security Council and reject the expulsion of Palestinian 
youths from their homeland. These are the youths who 
revolted against the atmosphere of the elegant military 
uniforms and the romance of official parties. 

Israel has committed a historical mistake, which Zion- 
ists frequently do in any country they occupy. It is their 
greed and stubborn sucking of human blood for God's 
so-called “chosen people." Israel has committed the 
deadly mistake which we have waited for 40 years, and 
because of this we say let Israel continue to kill women 
and children. This is the price that will end the dream of 
Hirtzel and his commandments. \* .* 

Finally, may Allah have mercy on the martyrs of 
Palestine — freedom requires blood and: this is their fate.

Chinese intellectuals 
hope for better days

BEIJING, (Reuter): China’s 
long-suffering intellectuals, 
cowed into timidity by hardline 
ideologues during the year of the 
rabbit, are hoping for better 
things in 1988 — the year of the 
dragon. 

No one expects the writers, 
theorists and artists to begin 
breathing fire just yet. But the fell 
from influence of key leftists and 
the withering of 1 987's campaign 
against Western political ideas 
has at least left them breathing 
easier. 

Some of the most prominent 
“bourgeois liberal" victims of 
the campaign are emerging from 
their burrows. At least one 
appears bent on settling scores 
with his former tormentors.

they have suffered a lot. A spring 
chill can affect your eventual 
harvest," veteran cultural 
official Xia Yan told an intervi- 
ewer in the latest edition or 
Outlook magazine. 

Lacklustre 

Prominent writers say 1 987’s 
crop of literature has been the 
most lacklustre for years, as 
'authors withdrew or watered 
down writings that could be 
accused of "bourgeois liberal" 
tendencies. 

Even the official government 
New China News Agency des- 
cribed the year’s literary atmos- 
phere as "rather depressed." 

Officially, the campaign is still 
in progress. But the tide, now- 
directed by reformist party 
leader Zhao Ziyang. has turned. 


Deng Liqun and Hu Qiaomu. 
Lhe main champions of the drive 
to root out suspect intellectuals, 
were voted out of their party- 
posts at October’s party con- 
gress. 

Chinese sources say their allies 
could soon follow. He Jingzhi. 
nicknamed. “The Dog” among 
Chinese writers in 1987 as the 
man who “bit" unorthodox thin- 
kers, will soon be replaced as 
deputy head of the party's 
propaganda department, infor- 
med sources said. 

They said his department 
head. Wang Renzhi. might also 
be in danger. 

Red Flag magazine, a dusty 
fortnightly established by Chair- 
man Mao’ nearly 30 years ago as 
the party's ideological organ and 
regarded as a leftist base camp, is 
threatened with closure next 
year, according to Chinese sour- 
ces. 

The fate of the often turgid, 
massively subsidised magazine 
was sealed at a meeting earlier 
this year in which, according to 
one academic, party leader Zhao 
said: “I don’t read it. Who needs 

it r 

Stress 

In recent speeches, Zhao has 
stressed the importance of 
science, technology and educa- 
tion more than ideology, and 
newspapers have called for better 
treatment and respect for 
academic. 

"It is a practical question. We 
cannot make progress if the 
brightest people are too afraid to 
speak up.” one Chinese journal- 
ist said. 

There is talk in the Chinese 
media ofa press law to encourage 
greater freedom of debate. 

The signs do not yet add up to a 
cultural spring, the journalist 
said. “We are still in a cage, but 
the cage is getting bigger,” he 
added — and asked not to be 
identified. 

The front page of a recent issue 
oF People's Daily called on 
China's thinkers to “liberate 
their minds’’ and “let one hun- 
dred flowe™ bloom, and one 
hundred schools of thought con- 
tend.” 

The slogan was first coined by 
chairman Mao in 1957 to 
encourage intellectual debate, 
and is tainted by the mass impr- 
isonments of those who took it 
literally, spoke their minds, and 
were subsequently imprisoned. 


Quick trials in Israeli courts a tjcihtrnpe

NABLUS. Occupied West 
Bank, (AP): A military judge 
presiding over the trials of 
accused Arab rioters repeatedly 
told defendants Tuesday he 
would reward quick confessions 
with lighter sentences. 

Defence lawyers said such 
exhortations are symptomatic of 
an unjust legal system seeking to 
rush through hundreds of cases 
piled up following mass arrests in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Army officials have denied 
allegations of summary justice. 

“It's not unusual for a judge to 
tell a defendant that a confession 
would be a factor in the amount 
of punishment imposed,” said 
Amos Guiora, a military 
prosecutor in Ramallah. “It's 
not a threat that he will get a 
harsher sentence, God forbid.” 

Guiora said charges have been 
brought against about 500 defen- 
dants of Nablus, the largest 
court. He said one was acquitted 
and 30 to 40 sentenced. In 
Ramallah, 48 detainees were 
charged, but none was tried, he 
said. 

The remainder were given trial 
dates to allow both sides to 
present witnesses. Army officials 
said. More than 200 detainees 
have been released. 

US government observers and 
Israeli civil rights activists who 
attended some of the trials said 
they believed Lhai they were fair. 

About40 Palestinians. most in 
their teens and 20s, were brought 
from Atlil prison in northern 
Israel to the military court in the 
West Bank city of Nablus.

The defendants, who wore 
dark blue prison uniforms, sal 
eight rows deep on the right side 
of the small courtroom, while 
about 30 women in traditional 
Arab dress filled the benches on 
the left. 

Some spectators whispered 
words of encouragement to the 
defendants, while others passed 
scribbled notes and tissues. 
About 100 relatives wailed out- 
side the court despite heavy rain- 
fall. 

During a three-hour session 
Tuesday, judge Yehoshua 
Halevy postponed or scheduled 
for trial eight cases, often acting 
at the request of the defence. 

He sen tenced th ree defendan is 
who pleaded guilty to throwing 
stones. Two 15-year-old boys 
were given prison terms for two 
months and Lhe third, also a teen- 


ager, was sentenced to three 
months. Each was also given a 
one-year suspended sentence 
and fined 200 shekels. 

The International Commis- 
sion of Jurists in Geneva has 
published affidavits of security 
prisoners who complained, 
among other things, of being 
beaten and subjected to 
extremely hot or cold showers. 

Army officials have denied 
allegations of systematic torture, 
but acknowledged that isolated 
cases of mistreatment might have 
occurred. 

Dudu Yahav, the Army's legal 
adviser in the West Bank, said 
judges immediately investigate 
complaints of mistreatment. 

Defence lawyers also said that 
since the mass arrests began last 
month, their working conditions 
have deteriorated sharply 
because of confusion in the court 


system. 

Lawyer Omar Bayadse said in 
some cases fifes are lost, defen- 
dants are not brought to court on 
their trial date and prison 
officials can't tell lawyers where 
their clients are being held. 

“It's chaos,” Bayadse said. 

On Monday, one case had to 
be postponed because the file 
could not be found. 

To protest the conditions, 
lawyers in the West Bank and 
Gaza have gone on strike, saying 
they would not represent detain- 
ees arrested after the rioting 
began Dec 8. Some of the cases 
heard Monday concerned 
incidents before that date. 

Army officials acknowledged 
that there was some confusion 
initially because of the large 
number of cases. But Guiora said 
a special office has been set up to 
field inquiries from lawyers. 


Mitterrand’s stocks soaring

PARIS. (Reuter): At an age 
when most public figures write 
their memoirs. French President 
Francois Mitterrand is discover- 
ing a new political youth as his 
supporters nudge him to run for 
a second seven-year term. 

An unlikely coalition of sin- 
gers. writers and sportsmen 
recently joined a chorus of 
appeals for the 71 -year-old 
Socialist leader to join the race 
for the 1988 presidential elec- 
tions. only four months away. 

' “Mimi, don't abandon us" 
was the theme of- the petition, 
published in the monthly 
magazineGlobe and signed by 57 
cultural, sporting and media 
figures and a rock band. 

Supporters of the initiative 
range from fashion designer 
Azzedine Alaia, to footballer 
Dominique Rocheteau and 
France's most popular actor. 
Gerard Depardieu. 

Mitterrand, who refuses to be 
hurried into announcing a 
decision, denies he had anything 
to do with their initiative. 

“I’m very touched, but I was 
not consulted in advance, so 1 
retain complete freedom of 
action,” Mitterrand told a telev- 
ision interviewer. 

Prestige 

Five hundred mayors and 
other elected representatives, 
meanwhile, bought newspaper 
advertising space to declare of 
Mitterrand: “He's the one for 


Mitterrand has said he does 
not want to stay in the Elysee 
Palace until he is 78. but has 
hinted that “exceptional circum- 
stances" might force him into the 
fray. 

With any other politician, the 
initiatives might have looked like 
a cheap stunt, but Mitterrand's 
soaring prestige appears to have 
put him beyond the reach of his 
enemies. 

Miraculous 

His comeback is all the more 
astounding as his Socialists were 
voted out of office in March 1 986 
by a disgruntled electorate. 

He handed over the reins of 
government to his arch rival. 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac, 
who heads a centre-right admin- 
istration pledged to undo much 
of the Socialists' work. 

But his elevation to the role of 
arbiter above the burly burly of 
everyday politics has boosted his 
personal standing. 

According to a year-end opin- 
ion poll. Mitterrand would beat 
all comers if he were to stand in 
the two-round presidential elec- 
tion. to be held in April and May. 

He increased his support to 

53.5 per cent, compared with 

46.5 per cent for the lop challen- 
ger. centre-right politician 
Raymond Barre. A contest with 
Chirac would be a walkover for 
Mitterrand. 

Right-wing strategists are 
wringing their hands and won- 
dering how it is that the aloof and 
literary president, whose first 
ministerial post dales from 1947.

is seen as the man to take France 
into the 1990s. 

The right-wing Figaro news- 
paper lamented that Mitterrand 
had become a new Sun King — 
the title of King Louis XIV. 

“For strange reasons which 
have to be analysed. Mitterrand 
has suddenly become a 'great 
man' who attracts all the benefits 
of power and none of the evils," i t 
noted bitterly. 

Backfire 

Chirac's RPR party tried to 
dent Mitterrand's image by call- 
ing him “Gaga.” But the cam- 
paign backfired as the President 
appears in robust health and on 
lopofhisjob. 

Right-wing critics then high- 
lighted Mitterrand’s alleged role 
in France’s so-called “lrangate” 
scandal in which 500.000 
artillery shells were sold to Iran 
by the previous Socialist govem- 


Mitterrand admits he was tip- 
ped off about the sales, but has 
shrugged off responsibility, say- 
ing the president's functions are 
too lofty to deal with arms traf- 
ficking. 

Pressure is mounting on Mit- 
terrand to run as he is probably 
the only chance for the left to 
stop a rightist reluming to the 
Elysee Palace. 

The Socialists have a host of 
second-rank figures waiting to 
run, but only former Agriculture 
Minister Michel Rocard, a party 
outsider, is credited with any 
chances against the right. ^ 

‘• Sources close to the 1 President 
! Say' be' has’not -yet fibffded 
whether to run, but in any case 
would not announce his decision 
before Lhe end of February or 
beginning of March. 

The web of uncertainly which 
he has woven over his intentions 
has served him well, boosting his 
popularity and saving him from 
an early lame duck fate if he 
decides to retire. 

Master 

But it is not so well received on 
the left. Socialist leaders fear that 
the party may exhaust itself in 
interna] strife while it waits for 
Mitterrand to make up his mind. 

A master of timing with a fine 
sense of history, Mitterrand is 
unlikely to be hurried. 

If he decides to write his 
memoirs this year, he can be sure 
of a place in history as the first 
Socialist president of France 
since General de Gaulle establi- 
shed the Fifth Republic in 1958. 


Trapping white-collar criminals

HONG KONG. (Reuter): Hong 
Kong’s crack anti-graft unit, 
which stunned the British colony 
with its weekend arrest of three 
top stock officials, has earned a 
reputation as a dogged foe of 
white-collar criminals. 

The Independent Commission 
Against Corruption ( ICAC) was 
formed in 1974 lo counter 
corruption in the colony's civil 
service force, though it has since 
tackled graft in the private sector 
as well. 

Its early successes sparked 


near-riots among lawmen. In 
1977 some 4.000 police marched 
on police headquarters in a dis- 
play of angeroverinvesligations. 
Several ICAC members were 
injured when police grappled 
with them in another protest. 

Recruits 

Unable to fully trust the local 
police, many early ICAC recruits 
were drawn from British police 
forces and former military 
security personnel. 

The ICAC is set apart from the 
civil service, and answers directly 
to the colony's governor. It has 
three divisions, operations, 
corruption prevention and com- 


munity relations. 

About 300 investigators work 
in operations, while the other 
departments either offer advice 
on preventing corruption or seek 
to educate the public against 
graft. 

The ICAC now pervades 
many aspects of life inthe colony. 

Television films made for the 
commission show tearful young 
children watching their fathers 
being driven off to jail for corrup- 
tion. 

Clad in prison stripes, the 
offenders ask themselves why 
they look the money amid the 
sounds of slamming cell doors 


and rattling keys. 

Before its officers arrested for- 
mer Hong Kong Slock Exchange 
chairman Ronald Li and his two 
aides at dawn on Saturday, the 
last major ICAC operation to 
fire the public imagination was 
the 1986 smashing of the “Shan- 
ghai syndicate” horse-race fixing 
rates. 

More routinely, the ICAC 
says in 1986, Ibe last year for 
complete figures, it obtained 122 
convictions for corruption or 
related offenses. 

No charges have been filed 
against Li or his two aides. All 
three were released on bail.

WASHINGTON. (Reuter): The 
United States is trying to walk a 
fine line in its response to Israel’s 
violent handling of Palestinian 
protests in the occupied 
territories, analysts say. 

To remain silent would sug- 
gest that Washington condones 
the use offeree that has killed 25 
Palestinians since riots erupted 
on Dec 9, the worst in 20 years of 
Israeli occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

But to criticise Israel too 
loudly and too often could spark 
a backlash that might severely 
damage relations between 
Washington and one of itsclosest 
allies, the analysts said. 

The United States renewed 
criticism of Israel on Tuesday as 
fresh violence in the occupied 
territories took the life of a 25th 
Palestinian. 

Backing 

On Monday, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Charles Red- 
man had welcomed what he said 
was reduced violence in the 
occupied territories and 
indicated Israel had moderated 
its use of force toward Palestin- 
ian protestors. 

But on Tuesday the United 
States backed a UN resolution 
calling on Israel not to deport 
nine Palestinians it has accused 
of inciting violence and Redman 
said Israel’s deportation plan 
violated the 1949 Geneva Con- 
vention. 

Redman and White House 
spokesman Marlin Filzwater 
said the United States had not 
tracked away from its Monday 
position. 

“What you’ve seen is a 
moderate expression” of US 
concern for Israel's approach to 
the situation, said William 
Quandt, a Middle East expert 
with the private Brookings ins- 
titution. 

Quandt agreed the United 
Slates, which provides Israel 
with $3 billion in aid a year, has a 


responsibility to speak out 
against Israel’s use of lethal force 
and its plans to. deport Pales&> 
ians accused of inciting the 
protests . . 

He argued that “The real 
underlying problem is that the 
prospect for a political breakth- 
rough in the Middle East peace 
process is really gone” for the 
next few years. 

In the past, moderate older 
Palestinians in- the occupied 
areas could temper young peo- 
ples’ rage by “holding out hope 
that something might happen on 
the political front” h&smd. 

Now, progress towards Mid- . 
die East peace appears-unlikdy 
with President Reaganinhis last 
year in office and so-, much 7

aims control, he said. - ^ : 

Other analysts said many 
other factors dissuaded Washin- 
gton from bearing down too 
strongly on Israel especially in 
public. 

One is the reluctance of 
political candidates to risk 
angering American Jewish 
voters — a formidable -political 
bloc — during an election year. - 

Another is what some analysts 
perceive as Secretary of Stale 
George Shultz's reluctance to 
risk his high standing with 
American Jewish and' Israeli 
Jewish communities. 

Told 

US officials said the American 
position has been communicated 
to Israel in frequent private con- 
tacts. as well as in public 
statements. 

One official, who. asked not to 
be identified, said Arab govern- 
ments repeatedly “have made 
known (to Washington) their 
really strong ' feelings’’ about 
Israel's handling of lira protests. 

“We object to the lethal use of 
force and to deportations and we 
are hopeful that this issue can be 
resolved peaceably and through 
negotiations” White House 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwatet 
said on Tuesday. - 


Mubarak will 
reiterate support

Mubarak is touring six Arab 
nations next week to strengthen a 
diplomatic reconciliation and 
seek consensus on the region’s 
hottest issues, the Iran-Iraq war 
and the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Egyptian officials said such a 
consensus would strengthen 
Mubarak's position when he 
visits W ashington in late January 
for talks with President Ronald 
Reagan and other leaders.

Emirates. Qatar, Bahrain and 
Oman, all considered moderate 
and friendly to the US. 

'Support 

AH except Oman restored 
diplomatic ties with Cairo in 
November after an eight-year 
break caused by Egypt's peace 
treaty with Israel in 1979. Oman 
never broke relations. They were 
among nine Arab League mem- 
bers who resumed relations after 
an Arab summit in Jordan. After 
that summit. League members 
were free to restore individual 
relations with Egypt. 

One Egyptian official said the 
tour will snow Iran that Egypt, 
the strongest Arab military 
power, will support its Arab 
brothers around the Gulf against 
Iranian threats. The official 
spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity. 

All countries on Mubarak's 
itinerary border the Gulf, and 
Kuwait has been the target of at 
least seven Iranian missile 
attacks in recent months. 

Government sources said 
Cairo will continue to follow its 


peace treaty with Israel despite

“We never apologised for the 
treaty and we don’t now, Rafter 
the diplomatic boycott Iras 
ended.” a diplomatic source said. 

Nevertheless, Egypt has shar- 
ply condemned Israel’s crack- 
down on the Palestinian protests, 
in which Israeli says 24 rioters 
were killed. 

But sources said nodiplomatic 
sanctions are planned beyond an 
official protest Cairo already has 
made to Israel. 

Rifaat El Mahgoub, the 
Parliament Speaker and a senior 
member of Mubarak’s party, 
outlined the position after an - 
opposition demand that 
diplomatic lies with Israel be cut 
or at least that Egypt's ambas- 
sador be withdrawn from Td 
Aviv and Israel's expelled from •

Conference 

“The issue is ndt one of recall- 
ing an ambassador of expelling 
one." El-Mahgoub told -the Peo- 
ple’s Assembly. “Our aim is to 
convene an international con- 1 
Terence, and we presently should 
not take any measures lhal 
would give the other side (Israel) 
a chance to block such a con- 
ference. We should exercise res- 
traint.'* 

The Israeli government 
already is divided on the con- 
ference issue. Prime Minister 
Y’itzhak Shamir, strongly 
opposes the idea.

And the club 
finesse, in light of the opening bid, i

Despite floods, droughts and even a 55-day cinema strike 


Any time is party- time in filmland 


ONCE again, the film industry 
had a fresh round of 
“muhurais”. parties and func- 
tions. New films we.re started, 
new cassettes and disc albums 
were released, birthdays and 
marriages were held. And for 
each occasion there was a party 
to celebrate in a big way. 

In normal times, such luxury 
could be passed off as part of 
show biz. But the country has 
just encountered a severe 
drought in many regions, while 
other parts suffered from 
floods. Newspapers brought 
grim stories oT human 
endurance. The government 
also declared austerity 
measures. 

But our film folks seemed to 
be least bothered, not even 
about their own calamities. In 
entire North India, a cinema 
strike was held for 55 days bet- 
ween October and December. 
All 850 theatres remained 
closed, and the loss of revenue 
to the industry and of taxes to 
the state government ran into 
crores of rupees. 

Yet there was not even 
proper unity within the dif- 
ferent sectors. Theatres in 
Delhi kept running. And when 
rallies were arranged in Luck- 
now, very few stars attended. 

But in Bombay it was 
pleasure as usual. Champagne 
corks popped and tables were 
stacked with food. It is a big 
irony that while the strike was 
going on, there were muhurais 
of almost 55 films, which meant 
that one new film per day had 
been started. Following that 
there was little progress, and 
some films were scrapped soon 
after the launching. It seems 
that a new bunch of investors, 
ie. building contractors and 
diamond or gold merchants are 
entering the industry to launder 
their black money, please 
clients in business and then dis- 
appear. And that some big 
producers are in league with 
them.

FAMILY DOCTOR

‘CALCIFICATION’ NOTHING 
TO WORRY ABOUT 


QUESTION: I hadn’t had a good physical 
for years, but when I finally did, my chest X- 
ray showed a "calcification.” My doctor 
said it wa« nothing to worry about, but I am 
still wondering what it was caused by. Will 
you help? 

ANSWER: Your doctor is right, you 
really have nothing to worry about, and 
perhaps my answer will explain why. The 
chances are that many years ago. perhaps as 
a child, you were exposed to tuberculosis. 
But. as is the case in many of us. your body 
defenses were st rong enough to fight off the 
invading infection, and you probably were 
never aware of the battle going on inside 
you. 

However, u small part of your lung tissue 
was affected and was damaged by the infec- 
tion. During the long healing process which 
followed, this tissue was filled with calcium 
salts, one of the body's healing mechanisms, 
and became visible to the probing rays of the 
X-ray machine. The calcification is a sign 
that you havea great body immunity against 
TB and will probably never contract the 
disease again. Now I am basing this upon the 
fact that your doctor recognised it. There 
may be other reasons for calcifications, but 


they are not pan of your case. 

QU ESTION: What does ”10" have to do 
with pain control? 

ANSWER: I think you're referring to 
TENS, or transcutaneous electrical nerve 
stimulation. TENS is a pain-relief method 
that uses a small device to send critical 
impulses to the nerves. No one knows exac- 
tly why TENS works, but one theory is that 
the electrical stimulation overloads the 
nerves and blocks the brain's ability to 
receive a sensation of pain. Another theory 
says the electrical stimulation makes the 
brain produce natural painkillers called 
endorphins. 

Either way, TENS can provide relief for 
some people who suffer from severe back 
pain, arthritis or other conditions, but it 
doesn’t work for everyone. The device — a 
small pack containing batteries and two or 
four electrodes — must be prescribed by a 
physician. 

TENS lakes time to get used to. and 
finding the right assortment and placement 
of electrodes for each individual also takes 
time. It may lake up to six weeks of trial and 
error before an individual finds out whether 
TENS works. 


QUESTION: After a long period in the 
water, my daughter's hands are full of wrin- 
kles like a dried prune. 1 know it happens to 
everyone, but 1 wondered whatcaused iland 
if there is any danger. 

ANSWER: Normally our skin is pretty 
waterproof, because its outer layers are 
covered with a material called keratin, a 
protein which normally sheds water. 
However, it only works up to a point and 
you can overdo a good thing, like a cool 
swim. After a w hile the water penct rates the 
• keratin and the cells begin to suck up the 
water, becoming larger and fuller. When 
they become saturated, there is just loo 
much skin for the area it is supposed to 
cover, and so it buckles into folds, and 
wrinkles. Fingertips are particularly sen- 
sitive to this, so you observe it there first, but 
it can happen to skin anywhere on the body 
if you stay immersed long enough. So, 
you're not dry like a prune, but jusl too wet! 
Slow drying "out of the skin permits it to 
regain its usual size, and everything returns 
uuiormal. And, no. there is no damage or 
danger to the skin from this whole process.

NEW YORK. Jan 6. (Reuter): 
The usually secretive US Federal 
Reserve has become more active 
and visible in foreign exchange 
markets, emerging with greater 
frequency to buy dollars and 
underline its commitment to a 
stable US currency, dealers say. 

“The Fed's giving a signal of 
the dollar is over." said 
Lawrence Ryan, senior vice 
president at European American 
Bank. 

Shifted 

Dealers said the US central 
bank’s manner shifted Iasi week 
when the dollar hit a series of 
historic lows. They said the Fed 
has since begun buying dollars 
more often and has altered its 
behaviour in other, subtle ways. 

Although the Fed in the past 
has demanded a high degree of 
discretion from the commercial 
banks with which it trades, it 
recently implied that it would not 
be averse to news of its opera- 


tions reaching a wider audience, 
some dealers said. 

It still refuses to discuss its 
open-market operations, unlike 
(he West German and some 
other central banks. 

The Fed is not believed to have 

E urchased anywhere near the $1 
illion that the Bank of Japan 
wassaid to have bought on Mon- 
day atone. 

But dealers say the tone of its 
intervention has grown more 
aggressive. Yesterday, for ins- 
tance. the Fed was said to have 
bought dollars at 1.6130 West 
German marks as (he US 
currency' was coming up from 
below 1.6100 marks. 

The West German, Swiss, 
Austrian. Italian and Canadian 
central banks also intervened on 
the dollar's behalf this week. The 
Bank of Japan was in the market 
again after Monday's foray. 

The dollar closed in New Y ork 
yesterday at 1.6310 We-ii Ger- 


man marks and 127.80 Japanese 
yen. a gain about 4.5 and six per 
cent respectively on its postwar 
quoted lows oft .56 1 5 marks and 
1 20.20 yen recorded in Tokyo on 
Monday. It moved even higher in 
Europe this morning, touching 
1.6415 and 128.10. 

Dismissed 

Up to this week, the foreign 
exchange market had dismissed 
Fed buying as too paltry to 
count. Some dealers said it was 
trying to smooth, rather than 
arrest the dollar's drop. 

But now they are paying 
greater attention to Fed moves. 

Speculators must lake care on 
days when the central banks are 
active because they may get 'bur- 
ned* if sudden intervention sends 
a currency in the opposite direc- 
tion to the one in which they had 
derided it was moving. 

Although the US central bank 
is not a big buyer, its aggressive- 
ness in an oversold market has 


been effective. 

“The point is. they are 
intervening at much higher 
levels. The style has changed," 
said Tom Campbell, head of 
North American foreign 
exchange at First National Bank 
of Chicago. 

Alarmed 

Dealers said the Group of 
Seven industrial nations — the 
United States, Japan, West Ger- 
many. Britain. Canada. France 
and Italy — were probably alar- 
med that the markets took their 
December 22 pledge to strive for 
currency stability so lightly, and 
decided to raise their profile in 
the markets. 

Japan has been the chief 
exponent of vocal intervention, 
reinforcing its market operations 
with official comments. Now 
other G-7 members have joined 
in the public relations exercise.

US budget to beat deficit ceiling 


WASHINGTON. Jan 6, (Reu- 
ter): The 1989 federal budget 
being prepared by President 
Reagan will meet or beat a deficit 
ceiling fixed by law at SI 36 
billion and calls for a significant 
increase in spending to fight 
AIDS. White House officials 
said yesterday. 

Dictated 

“The budget summit dictated 
this budget,” a White House 
official told reporters after 
Reagan held an hour-long meet- 
ing with top advisers. He referred 
to last November’s agreement 
between the White House and 
congressional Democrats to cut 
the deficit by trimming spending 
and raising certain taxes. 


The official, who asked not to 
be identified, said there were “no 
dramatic changes” in the spend- 
ing cuts called for in that accord 
but added that Reagan had 
approved a “significant 
increase” in government spend- 
ing to combat Acquired Immune 
Deficicncv Syndrome. 

The official declined to dis- 
close specifics of the 1 989 budget 
— the last one that Reagan will 
see through Congress -- other 
than saying that there would be 
an increase in spending to com- 
bat AIDS. 

Dr Otis Bowen, head of the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services, has requested 
SI. 14 billion for AlDS-relaied 


research and education, the New 
York Times said yesterday. 

That figure represents a 45 per 
cent increase over Reagan's last 
budget request and is roughly 20 
per cent more than Congress 
approved for the current fiscal 
year. 

Reagan, faulted by many leg- 
islators, health officials and 
AIDS victims for failing to do 
more to fight the disease, was 
being urged by budget officials to 
accept the Health Department's 
proposal, the newspaper said. 

Downward 

Earlier, White House spokes- 
man Martin Filzwater said at his 
daily news briefing: “The deficit 
is on a downward trend and the 


1989 budget proposal will con- 
tinue that track.” 

Under a budget control law 
known as the Gramm- Rudman- 
Hollings Act. federal red ink can- 
not exceed $136 billion in the 
1989 financial year, which starts 
next October I. 

“I'm sure that we’d like to get 
below that (ceiling) but I just 
don't know the number,” Fitz- 
water said. 

Fitzwater said Reagan’s new 
budget would reflect spending 
and tax agreements reached after 
more than a month of tough 
negotiations between the admin- 
istration and Congress following 
the October 19 stock market 
crash.

“I promise no miracles, no 
economic packages, no price 
freezes and no heroic measures.” 
he said. “But we will show we are 
acting strongly on a day-to-day 
basis.** 

Freedom 

Nobrega said Sarney gave him 
full freedom in naming a new 
team to return to New York on 
Jan 1 1 to continue foreign debt 
negotiations with creditor 


banks. 

Brazil virtually ended an 11- 
month, ..debt . payment 
moratorium last week by restart- 
ing interest payments on $70 
billion of its $ 1 1 2-billion debt. 

But negotiations for interest 
due in 1 988 are to continue. 

“We will negotiate the debt 
discreetly and not divulge out 
proposals before they are on the 
negotiating table," Nobrega 
said. “But we need a quick 
agreement because every day 
that passes Brazil bleeds hard 
currency." 

Nobrega praised a recent 
agreement reached by Mexico on 
debt conversion and said he was 
optimistic that the plan created 
improved conditions for Brazil, 
the Third World 's largest deblo r.

US seed exports gain 


WASHINGTON, Jan 6. (AP): A 
US Agriculture Department 
agency says other countries are 
increasingly turning to the 
United States for seed to grow 
beans, corn, flowers, forage, sor- 
ghum, turf and vegetables. 

■ Last year's seed exports were 
valued at more than $374 million 
up by 29 per cent since 1 982, says 
Loyd Coonrod of the Foreign 
Agricultural Service. And some 
interesting trends have 
developed. 

“For example, Italian fanners 
are planting more soybean seed 
at the expense of corn,” Coonrod 
said. “And somebody out there 
loves salads, because radish seed 
shipments continue to grow fas- 
ter than any other vegetable 
seed." 


Italy was the top buyer in 1 986 
with purchases of $57.7 million, 
followed by Mexico with $41.1 
million and Japan with $39 
million. 

Vegetable seeds were the most 
popular, accounting for $157.4 
million, or 37 per cent of last 
year's total, Coonrod said. Japan 
was the largest buyer of those, at 
$)6.6mii!ion. 

Beans, peas, sweet corn, 
tomato and watermelon were the 
most popular vegetable seed 
crops. The biggest gain, 
however, was in radish seed, 
which was up by nearly half to 
56.3 million. 

Forage and turf seeds were the 
next largest category at $81.6 
million, with Canada accounting 
for $1 4 million of the total, while 


Japan bought $13.1 million 
worth and Saudi Arabia $10.3 
million. 

Coonrod said the forage and 
turf seed sales to Saudi Arabia 
jumped sharply last year because 
of new Saudi policy to improve 
and expand local pastures. 


JAKARTA, Jan 6. (Opecna): 
Indonesia's cement export was 
expeetrij to increase sharply this 
.yearjdue’ to output reduction in 
Japan and South Korea. 

The vice-chairman of the 
Indonesian Cement Association 
(ASI). Sudwikatmono, attri- 
buted the reduction in these two 
countries to appreciation of the 
exchange values of their curren- 
cies against the US dollar. 

Steps 

He urged Indonesia to adopt 
the necessary steps to strengthen 
its position as a cement exporter, 
adding that lower production 
costs have been achieved in the 
country by shifting to coal-fired 
processing units. 

Indonesian cement has been 
exported to 1 7 countries, includ- 
ing the Middle East nations, 
India, Sri Lanka, Singapore, 
Thailand and Malaysia, Sudwik- 
aimono told Antara, the Indon- 
esian national news agency. 

In 1987, the volume of cement 
exported abroad reached 3.50 
million tons worth more than $60 
million, compared with 1986 
volume of 1.74 million worth 
$41 .5 million he said.

grains industry sources said. 


Whether Moscow or Washin- 
gton initialed the meeting is unk- 
nown. but trade analysts said the 
US haste might have been 
spurred by recent Moscow 
interest in buying big quantities 
of European grains and Argen- 
tine wheat. 

“They (US officials) don't 
want to be left out of the 
market,” an industry official, 
said. 

Moscow has been an active 
buyer of US wheal this autumn' 
and winter, purchasing almost 
five million tons of subsidised 
wheat since October. Only 200 
tons of wheat are left under the 
US subsidy offer made on 
November 27. 

Under a controversial but 
effective US export subsidy 
programme, American grain 
traders sell Moscow wheal at 
reduced prices, and the US 
government supplements the 
exporters with surplus grain 
from government stocks.

Consumer 
confidence 
in EEC 
dented 

BRUSSELS, Belgium. Jan 6, 
(AP): Consumer confidence in 
the European Economic Com- 
munity was hit by the fall in stock 
prices in September and early 
October, according to an EEC 
survey published yesterday. 

The survey, carried out by the 
EEC Executive Commission in 
the two weeks before the Oct 19 
collapse in share prices, showed 
that the community's consumer 
confidence indicator lost one 
point between September and 
October. 

This suggested that consumers 
were worried already about the 
effects of the share price falls that 
occurred in September, the com- 
misison said. 

Results of the November 
survey likely will show a con- 
siderable fall in EEC consumer 
confidence, the commission said. 
But it added that the weakening 
in consumer confidence here is 
unlikely to be as serious as in the 
United States where there is 
more, share ownership than ;in 
Europe. . • 


$7.51 b in loans 

JEDDAH, Jan 6, (Opecna): Since its inception in 1976, the 
Islamic Development Bank (IDB) has extended more than 57.51 
billion in loans to industrial projects and foreign trade operations 
to hs 44 member countries. 

Of the total, about $191 million were extended by IDB hi 
special assistance for edneationai and health projects Tor Muslim 
communities outside member states, in addition to a number of 
technical and other assistance in various sectors. 

According to IDB's report covering its activities over the past 
12 years, it estimated the contribution by the six nations of the 
Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC) to IDB initial capital to date to 
about $472 tmlfioo, with additional subscription of 5606 mOfion, 
bringing the GCC total contribution to over 51 billion. 

Referring to the bank's cooperation with national financing 
institutions and other multilateral agencies, the report said the 
bodies* contributions to the bank's capital totalled $34 bBfioa at 
the end of 1986 to finance projects in developing countries. 

These institutions, it noted, has extended atotalofS19.2 billion 
to IDB member states over the period 1976-87. 

In 1979, the report said, the bank set op a special programme to 
assist private and public investors. 

Nigeria expects $5.45b 
from oil this year 

LAGOS, Jan 6, (Opecna): Nigeria expects a revenue of $5.45 
bOlfou from crude oil exports this year. President Ibrahim 
Babangida said in his 1988 budget speech. 

Total foreign exchange budget for the year would be $7.04 
billion including public and private sector non-oil estimates and a 
$500 million balance of payments support loan. 

The president said oil earnings in the first three quarters of 
1987 were less than projected, adding that the world oD market 
was largely unstable although it recorded some improvement in 
the last few months. 

He said government revenue performed relatively wefl in 1987, 
attributing this to the relativestatnfity In the later part of the year. 

Renter news agency quoted the president assaying the general 
situation was unlikely to change “dramatically for the better 
immediately.** 

In the new budget, a seven-year 03 wage freeze was lifted and, 
according to Renter, “the removal of domestic oil subsidies was 
left untouched.” 

Shipbuilding orders down 

SEOUL, Jan 6, (AP): South Korea's shipbuilding industry 
registered a small drop in orders in tonnage terms during 1987, the 
Korea shipbuilding Industrial cooperative said today. 

The cooperative said orders for 1987 totalled 3.43 million tons, 
a drop in tonnage of 23 per cent compared to the year before. But 
the cooperative said the value of the 1987 orders was up 11.5 per 
cent from 1 986 to $1 -85 billion. 

Foreign orders during 1987 increased by 24.2 per cent to 136 
million tons, the group said. Bat the value of foreign orders fell 
20.1 per cent to $1.28 bOlfon, it said. 

The backlog of orders at the end of 1987 stood at 1 56 ships with 
a combined tonnage of 5.76 million tons and a value of $2.97 
bQfioo, the industry group said.

SINGAPORE, JAN 6 - THE STOCK MARKET SURGED AHEAD IN THE

TRADING, BROKERS SAID. 

THE BUOYANT TREND WAS INFLUENCED BY THE CONTINUED STRENGTH 
IN OVERSEAS STOCK MARKETS, DEALERS SAID. 

APART FROM SOME PROFIT-TAKING AT MID-DAY, PRICES ROSE FOR 
MOST OF THE DAY WITH SINGAPORE -BAS ED BLUE CHIPS AND QUALITY 
STOCKS REGISTERING DOUBLE-DIGIT GAINS. BUT SPECULATIVE STOCKS 
AND LOW-PRICED COUNTERS CONTINUED TO DOMINATE THE ACTIVE LIST. 


KUWAIT dinar deposit rates 
jumped in the medium-term 
maturities yesterday and spreads 
widened after the Central Bank 
moved into the market seeking 
one-month funds. 

Dealers said the Central Bank 
today eliminated the minimum 
six per cen l p u rchase ra te for one- 
monih funds it had maintained 
for four or five months. 

They said it entered the market 
seeking one-month funds and 
carrying out deals at 5.5 percent. 
Because of the uncertainty over 
the Central Bank’s policy, the 
spreads between bids and ofTered 
ranged up to two points. “The 
market was nervous and empty** 
said one banker. 

One-month rose to 7.5. 5.5 per 
cent from five. 4.5 per cent and 
three-months to seven, five per 
cent from five. 4.75 per cent. 

Liquidity 

Dealers said the Central Bank 
appeared to want to soak up 
some of the liquidity in the 
market and prevent hanks from 
moving their funds into dollars. 

In the short dates, tomorrow- 
next went shooting up. with busi- 
ness reported at 8.5 percent after 
trading at one per cent on Tues- 
day. Spot-next rose to 8.5 from 
4.5. 3.5 per cent. 

The Central Bank adjusted 
down its dinar dollar 
exchange ratein steps to 0.273 14/ 
24 from 0.27123 33 the day 
before as the dollar strengthened 
on international exchanges. 

Meanwhile Saudi riyal 
deposits traded quietly firmer 
yesterday as a liquid early market 


gave way to borrowing demand 
for short-term funds and pushed 
longer-term maturities higher. 

Traders reported sighs of relief 
in the kingdom banks' trading 
rooms following Tuesday even- 
ing's news that King Fahd had 
personally revoked a decree 
imposing income lax on foreig- 
ners. 

Large numbers of dealers are 
British, American or Asian 
expatriates and the tax would 
have-knocked a large hole in their 
salaries. 

Protests 

Traders said some had already 
considered resigning and there 
had been protests among work- 
ers throughout the kingdom. 
One dealer said: “The govern- 
ment dearly underestimated the 
backlash." 

The interbank market had 
started ihe day liquid, but 
demand later picked up. Spot- 
nexi traded at 2-3/4 per cent and 
although sitll soft rates were 
above recent lows. 

Peirod rates firmed against 
T uesday. with one-monlb rising 
to 4- 1 2. 1 ;4 per cent from 4-1/8. 
3-7 8 percent. 

Three-months firmed to 5-5/8. 
3 8 percent from 5-3/8, 1 /8. while 
six-months were marked I / 8 per- 
centage point higher to 6- 1 /2. 1 /4 
percent. 

The spoL riyal was quoted sof- 
ter at 3.7508' 13 to the dollar 
compared with Tuesday's

Call to enforce major economic reforms 


THE function of the Kuwait Stock 
Market and it s performance cannot be 
considered a yardstick for the perfor- 
mance of the Kuwaiti economy, accord- 
ing to the A1 Shall annual report on the 
functioning of the Kuwait Stock Market 
in 1987. 

The report said that the stock market 
in Kuwait was affected by the general 
policy and. more importantly, by the 
situation of public finance. 

The report added that in order to 
mirror the true performance of the 
Kuwaiti economy, companies whose 
shares were traded in the stock market 
must be more closely involved in the local 
economy and this could take place only 
when the economy had long term 
development goals. 

Gradually 

it pointed out that some major econ- 
omic reforms should be enforced 
gradually, and temporarily; ihe example 
of good companies could be followed by 
others to improve their performance, 

About the movement of Kuwaiti 
shares in the stock market during the past 
;> ear. the report said that the indicator of 
Kuwaiti shares by the end of 1 986 was at 
38.85 points, an increase of 12.62 points 
over 1 985. The indicator reached its peak 
on April 8 when it went up to 47.24 
points. This was attributed mainly to 
splitting of Kuwaiti companies' shares 
and allowing Kuwaiti companies to pur- 
chase 1 0 per cent of their shares, coupled 
with a government expansionary finan- 
cial and monetary policy. 

But it again dropped to its lowest level 
of 38.74 points on Nov 25, just one 
month after the world slock market 
crash , going down by over 7. 5 per cent of 
its value before the crash. 

The report predicted that during 1988 


dealers will continue to be selective aoout 
the shares they buy. But 198S will be 
more difficult than 19S7 regarding the 
level of trading and activity in the stock 
market because of the unavailability of 
more expansionary financial and mon- 
etary policies. 

There is no scope for more splitting of 
shares, but some companies may use 
Lheir right of purchasing ten per cent of 
their shares and this will have a tem- 
porary positive effect on their prices. 

To meet the drop in activity in the 
stock market, the government .allowed, 
the commercial banks to distribute 
profits to shareholders. 

The report said thattradingin treasury 
bills and bonds may adversely affect 
trading in shares. But it predicted thaL 
trading will pick up, although tem- 
porarily. when the GCC citizens will be 
allowed to buy and sell shares in Kuwaiti 
companies. 

Toe report predicted that 1988 will be 
of less importance to the Gulf companies 
as many more companies are expected to 
change into pureiy Kuwaiti companies. 

The market will be positively affected 
by the return of some capital to Kuwait 
from the overseas markets if the state of 
uncertainty continues. 

But the report predicted that if this 
takes place, it will not happen before the 
second half of this year, provided that 
tension does not increase in the Iraq-Iran 
war. 

Positive 

It predicted a great positive effect if a 
major solution was arrived at in the Iraq- 
Iran war and this will be dearer in the 
commercial and contracting sectors. 

The report stressed that in overall per- 
formance, the Kuwait stock market will 
be less active this year than it was last 


About oil prospects, the report said 
that the oil revenues have been and will 
remain the main source of income. 

It said that its importance has been 
further increased after theOci IPerashin 
the major world stock markets. BuL oil 
prices were under heavy pressure at the 
end of last year and this made them lose 
about 25 per cent in value compared with 
the highest price reached in the first half 
oflast year. 

Pressures 

Whai added weight to these pressures, 
was the inler-Opec disputes and their 
non-commitment to oil production and 
prices. The report predicted weaker oil 
prices and production during this year, 
partly because of Opec's non-commit- 
ment and because of Lhe drop in the 
demand for more oil by industrialised 
countries, and thirdly because of the 
drop in ibe exchange rate of US dollar. 

About public finance in Kuwait, the 
report said that despite the improvement 
in the conditions of public finance during 
1987 compared to the previous years, the 
finance policy was still unable to react 
positively with the drop in public reven- 
ues as a reality. 

The report called for changing the 
present accounting method to include all 
types of revenues including that of 
Kuwait overseas investments and all the 
public expenditures, to identify the real 
deficit In the budget. 

The report said that although the- 
government step to borrow from the: 
market was correct in principle, it was 
wrongin its timing and priority. It should | 
have come after a detailed study of the 
structure of expenditures and after draw- 
ing a taxing policy as a companion for oil 
and investment revenues. 


The Shall index was 41.81 points on 
Dec 13, and rose to 2.96 points from its 
level at the end of 1986 or by 7.6 per cent. 

About Gulf companies shares, the 
report said that the Shall index for them 
was 46.25 points by the end of 1986. but 
during 1987 it went down to its lowest 
level of 42.89 points on Aug 12. 

It recorded its highest level of 51.51 
points, in three years on Oct 7. On Dec 
31. 1987 it closed at 50.6 points an 
increase of 4.35 points or 9.41 per cent 
from its level at the end of 1986. 

Essential 

The report said that this analysis, sup- 
ported by the previous year's analysis, 
shows that essential solutions for the 
problems facing companies gave better 
returns on its market prices than formal 
solutions. 

The report added that the analysis 
show’s that the Gulf companies perfor- 
med better than Kuwaiti companies, 
simply because of strict scrutiny and for- 
mation of almost no new Gulf compan- 
ies. This happened although some good 
Gulf companies left the stock market. 

About the main events that took place 
in 1 987 and affected the Stock Exchange, 
the report said that the first was the 
splitting of Kuwaiti company shares and 
allowing these companies to buy 10 per 
cent of their shares. This led to a tem- 
porary sharp increase in share prices, but 
this subsided shortly. 

Preferring 

The second main event was a change in 
the attitude of dealers who began prefer- 
ring shares of some companies. 

The local commercial banks index 
almost kepi its level - an increase of just 
two per cent from 1986 to 1987. Most 
bantu lost many points on their index but 
the index of the National Bank. Kuwait 


Finance House and the Real Estate Bank 
rose by 35, 80 and 31 percent respectively 
and this kept the banks index constant. 

The index of investment companies 
rose by 35 percent, and that of insurance 
companies by 34 percent, while the index 
of the real estate companies fell by I per 
cent. 

The index of industrial companies 
gained 44 per cent, of services companies 
1 5 per cent, while the index of foodstuff 
companies went down by 10 per cent. 

Financial companies index gained 16 
per cent, and that of other companies lost 
51 percent. 

Impact 

The third major event or 1 987 was the 
crash in the world stock market and the 
drop in the major world indices. This had 
little direct impact on (he Kuwaiti stock 
market, but left some indirect results like 
psychological influence and financial 
influence on Kuwaiti companies having 
investments abroad. 

The fourth and last major event during 
last year, was the government decision to 
borrow from the local market in order to 
meet the budget deficits by issuing 
treasury bills and bonds. 

The law concerning this issue allowed 
the government to borrow KD 1 .4 billion 
in the next 10 years. The government 
already started issuing the bonds and 
bills, and between Nov 25 and Dec 1 6, the 
government introduced three issues 
valued at KD 628 million which is 45 per 
cent of the total amount to be borrowed 
in 10 years.

PDO 
to begin 
offshore 
exploration 

MUSCAT, Jan 6, (AP): 

Petroleum Development Oman, 
the main oil producer in this 
country, will shortly begin off' 
shore exploration for the first 
time, oil industry sources said 
today. 

A seismic survey off the south 
Oman coast will start early this 
year, following the signing in 
October of a new concession 
agreement giving the company 
10,000 square miles 1 26,000 
square km) of the Arabian sea, 
according to a PDO spokesman. 

At the same lime, the company 
acquired an extra 19.000 square 
miles (49.400 square km) of con- 
cession onshore in Dhofar. 
Oman's southern province. The 
concession, relinquished by Brit- 
ish Petroleum, brings PDO’s 
total acreage 10 84.180 square 
miles |2 18.86S square km). 

Offshore 

The new offshore acreage is in 
three separate blocks — off 
Salalah. near the Kuna Muria 
Islands, and just’ south of 
Masirah Island off the east coast 
of Oman, according to PDO. 

"The New Year brings a big 
challenge for PDO with our first 
foray into offshore exploration,” 
the spokesman said. 

The Omani government, 
which derives 80 per cent of slate 
revenue from oil, has a 60 per 
cent stake in PDO which 
produces more than 90 per cent 
of Oman's oil. 

An offshore oil discovery was 
recently made by a Canadian 
company. International 
Petroleum Corporation, also 
known as the Lundin Group, 
according to government sour- 
ces. 

The field was found in IPC's 
concession area off the west coast 
of Lhe Musandam peninsula. 
Reserves are currently being 
evaluated.

Dollar soars as nervous rally goes on 


LONDON. Jan 6, (Reuter): The 
dollar soared today extending a 
NewYearrallyonthe basis of yet 
another report abouL a secret 
pact to defend it by major indus- 
trial nations, but some dealers 
worried the rebound might have 
been overdone. 

"It’s very disorderly,” a New 
Y’ork dealer said. "There’s a 
sense of panic out there.” Gold 
prices rose. 

Wall Street shares slipped, 
with Lhe Dow Jones industrial 
average down eight at 2.024 by 
midday in New York, after being 
helped by the dollar's recovery- 
yesterday. 

Uncertain 

London's blue-chip FTSE 
10O- share index breached 1.800 
for the first lime since the market 
crash in October, then eased to 
close slightly below yesterday’s 
finish because of the uncertain 
mood on Wall Street. 

But Tokyo, the biggest stock 
market, posted its second stron- 
gest gain ever — up 5.6 per cent 
after the government said it 
would probably relax account- 
ing rules for big investors. 

A report by Japan's NHK net- 
work that the United Slates. 
West Germany and Japan 
secretly agreed last month to try 
keeping the dollar above 130 yen 
led to brisk dollar buying in 
Europe. 

The dollar jumped four pfen- 
nigs and nearly five yen to highs 
of 1 .67 West German marks and 
131.6 yen and then steadied to 
close in Europe at 1.66 marks 
and 1 29.7 yen. 

Set aside 

It was back just about where it 
was before December 1 0 news of 
a record US trade deficit for 
October sent it skidding. 

The NHK report quoted 
unnamed government and cen- 
tral bank officials as saying the 
three countries had each set aside 
S5 billion to do so. The US 
Treasury and West Germany's 
central bank both declined com- 
ment. 

This week, steady buying by 


central banks in the United 
States, Europe and Japan has 
sent the dollar rebounding from 
record lows of 1 .561 5 marks and 
120.2 yen touched on Monday. 

But, said one London 
currency dealer "We are very 
surprised a report from Japan 
based on unnamed officials had 
such an effect. It sbows how 
nervous the market is.” 

Many currency and stock 
dealers ’say they are unsure if the 
central banks themselves can 
push Lhe dollar much higher. 

"A lot of people are very con- 
fused. They need some time to 
recover from this week's events,” 
said a senior currency dealer at a 
large regional West German 
bank. 

Intervening 

The key event was a decisive 
move by the US central bank, the 
Federal Reserve, to join the 
Europeans and Japanese in 
intervening to prop the dollar's 
value. 

Traders were also heartened 
earlier this week by news of a 
secret accord to back a statement 
by the Group of Seven leading 
industrial nations — the United 
States. Japan. West Germany, 
France, Italy, Britain and Can- 
ada — which pledged continued 
support for steadier currency 
rates. 

Although the content of the 
secret pact was not disclosed, 
dealers reckon it was a pledge 
that central banks would 
intervene to boost the dollar. 

On the stock markets, dealers 
were cautious, although they 
said a firm doliar would boost 
shares in Europe and Asia. 

A weak dollar cuts sales of 
European and Japanese firms in 
the US market, and gives US 
competitors a pricing edge. 
Breached 

In London, the FTSE 100- 
share index rose 20.7 points, or 
1. 1 per cent, to a midday high of 
1.810.3 --.the first lime it brea- 
ched 1.800 since October 23 
when it was failing after Black 
Monday on Wall Street. But it 
later fell back to end at down 6,4 


points on Lhe day at 1,783.2.

Tokyo shares soared, with the 
Nikkei 225-share index up 
1,215.22 points, or 5.63 percent, 
to 22,790.50.

He assured me of his being 
a “normal”, albeit gifted 
young boy, when he said 
that he enjoyed pop music, 
adding “I think Genesis is 
probably the best popular 
music group."

yellow like dandelions and 
cowslips. Some are white 
like cow parsley and lily- 
of-the-valley. 


Many large trees have 
small flowers. They are- 
often green. The flowers of 
grasses are also green. The 
flowers of rye grass, 
meadow grass and cocks- 
foot are green. 



How... 

How the leaves of 
the prickly pear are 
made. 

The prickly pear grows 
wild in warm Mediterran- 
ean regions. It anchors 
itself to rocky, barren 
slopes and forms large 
areas of scrub that grow to 
about 3 metres high. On 
cultivated land the prickly 
pear is often cultivated as a 
hedge. Itis enough to plant , 
just one leaf for a whole 
bushy shrub to start grow- 
ing. 

"Leaf is not really the 
correct word to describe 
the green, fleshy vegeta- 
tion of this plant. The 
leaves are really parts of 
the plant's trunk which 
measure from 1 5 to 40 cen- 
timetres long and 1 5 cen- 
timetres wide. 

The actual leaves of the 
prickly pear are very small 
and are shed almost as 
soon as they have 
appeared on the plant. 
Tliey leave behind them 
thick tufts of thin needles. 
One of these needles grows 
outwards and becomes 
very sharp. 

Since the prickly pear 
has no leaves the task of 
producing chlorophyll, 
without which no plant can 
live, is carried out by the 
trunk. 

The prickly pear was 
introduced into Australia 
at the end of the eighteenth 
century as a food plant for 
cochineal insects. It spread 
and by 1 870 had become a 
pest in Queensland and 
New South Wales. Its 
growth was controlled by 
the introduction of a little 
moth, the cactoblastis.

The issue is sensitive for Cal- 
gary organisers because of last 
year’s problems at Mount Allan, 
site of the Olympic downhill 
competition. A major ski race 
was postponed amid some of the 
wannest weather in years but was 
eventually staged with snow- 
making machinery. 

“If we could do it last year, 
we’ll be able to do it pretty good 
this year."

Tyson signs to fight six times for $26.5m 


ATLANTIC CITY. N.J., Jan 6, 
(Reuter): Undisputed heav- 
yweight champion Mike Tyson 
will be paid S26.5 million for 
defending his title six limes in the 
next 12 months, co-manager Bill 
Cayton said yesterday. 

Cayton said American cable 
television network Home Box 
Office (HBO) will put up the 
money for the fights, beginning 
with Tyson's defence on January 
22 in Atlantic City against for- 
mer heavyweight champion 
Larry Holmes. • 

Tentative 

Cayton emphasised that with 
the exception of the Holmes’ 
fight, all dates and opponents are 
tentative. 

He said Tyson’s second 
defence under the deal is ten- 
tatively set against fellow- 
AmericanTonyTubbson March 
21 in Tokyo. 

The third bout is tentatively 
scheduled against Briton Frank 
Bruno in London on June 4 or 
llth. A fourth defence is being 
considered against Francesco 
Damiani in Milan in early Sep- 
tember. 

The other two opponents in 
the series, dependent upon 
Tyson (31-0) remaining 
undefeated, have not been 
decided. Cayton said. 

So far Tyson’s fight plans do

Anti-apartheid protesters heckle Cash 


Nicholas signs 
for Aberdeen 


ADELAIDE. Jan 6, (Reuter): 
Wimbledon champion Pat Cash 
was the target of ami-apartheid 
protesters outside the gates of 
Adelaide's Memorial Drive ten- 
nis courts today. 

About 30 people from groups 
including the African National 
Congress/South West African 
People’s Organisation (ANC/ 
Swapo) Solidarity Committee 
and the Campaign Against 
Racial Exploitation (Care), 
demonstrated against the Aus- 
tralian's participation in the 
South African Open last Novem- 
ber. 

Care national convener Irene 
Gale said the groups were con- 
cerned about any South African 
players competing in Australia 
as well as players who had com- 


peted in South Africa. 

“There should be an absolute 
boycott of trade and sport," she 
said. “Cash was made such a big 
fuss of by the media in South 
Africa because he was Wim- 
bledon champion so by going 
there he gave their government 
very real support.” 

Cash is playingin the Adelaide 
tournament as a tune-up for the 
Australian Open which starts 
next week. 

Cash won his opening match 
in the Adelaide tournament by 
beating South African-born 
American Johan Kriefc 4-6 7-6 
(7-5)64. 

Meanwhile Australian Open 
tennis champion Stefan Edberg 
is confident the new rebound ace 
surface laid for this year’s tour- 


nament will suit his game. 

“The new surface should suit 
ray game if I’m fit and play well. I 
trank it will be alright for me," 
said Edberg today. The Aus- 
tralian Open begins on Monday. 

Cash feels the surface should 
siut all players whether they be 
serve-volleyers or baseline 
operators.
